LONDON, October 7.—There will be about 
4,000 delegates at the great Nottingham caucus, 
representative of every Liberal association in 
the United Kingdom. Twenty-four thousand 
applications for tickets have been received for 
the meeting,which Gladstone addresses. The 
Conference will probably propose a single res- 
olution on the Irish question, and will then 
proceed to discuss the land reform, local gov- 
ernment, titles and registration bills. 

THE SULLIVAN TRIAL. 

The Unionist press is bitterly grieved at the 
failure of the Sullivantrial. The Standard in- 
veighs against the gross stupidity of the offi- 
cials. The Times thinks the flasco is serious 
enough to warrant Balfour’s instant return to 
Ireland. Lord Ashbourne, who is practically 
responsible now for the government of Ire- 
land, is a muddler and not strong enough for 
the post. With a weak Lord Lieutenant ‘and 
an inexperienced and rash Irish Secretary, 
constant rebuffs of this kind may be expected. 

A NEW FISCAL DEPARTURE. 

Iam told the Tory leaders meditate a new 
fiscal departure. Goschen, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, once a free trader of free traders, 
is said to have modified his financial pro- 
gramme, just as he has modified every one of 
his principles, out of existence.

An exhaustive descrip- 
tion of experiments of the effect of oil, made 
up tothe, present time, is required; also a criti- 
cism of the arrangements used so far, and es- 
pecially-complete directions by for its use by 
large steamers and sailing vessels, as well 
as small vessels, pilot, fishing and life-saving 
boats, besides directions for the use of oil at 
sea and near the coast. Theessays are to be 
written in English or German and sent before 
November 1, 1887, to the President of the 
Nautical Society and Director of the Naviga- 
tion School, Capt. F. E. Matthiesen, Ham- 
burg.

THE ASTRONOMICAL SURVEY. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, October 7.—The Dominion 
astronomical survey will be concluded shortly. 
The party has reached Port Arthur, and al] 
that remains is to make experiments by tele- 
graph with the Montreal or Cambridge (Mass. ) 
Observatories. Work was commenced at 
Victoria, British Columbia, on data obtained 
from the American Observatory on the Pacific 
Coast. The results achieved are numerous, 
including the location of the principal merid- 
jan in the Northwest, as weil asthe discovery 
of several errors in the Northwest surveys. 

: THE FISHERY CRUISERS. 

Only four cruisers will continuein the fish- 
eries protection service after the 10th inst., 
the rest being withdrawn from commission 
for the remainder of the season. So far little 
orno complaint of the manner in which the 
service is performed has been made by the 
United States authorities. 

GUARDING AGAINST CHOLERA, 

Owing to the prevalence of Asiatic cholera 
in Europe an orderto the Council has been 
passed prohibiting the importation of rags 
from Mediterranean ports. 

ILLEGAL 8EALING, 

The Dominion Government has been ap- 
prised of the decision of Judge Dawson of 
Sitka, in regard to the steamers seized this 
year. All were found guilty of illegal sealing 
and the schooners and skins found on board 
were declared forfeited to the United States 
Government. Theclaim of the Washington 
authorities to exclusive jurisdiction in 
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Behring Sea will probably be fought out in the 
{Jnited States courts before it is made the 
e>bject for an International Commission. 
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THE SCHEME FAILED. 


Heary Suits Against the Hudson Bay Rall- 
road Company. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsratTcn. 

OTTAWA, October 7.—A dispatch received 
here yeeterday by the Government from Win.- 
nipeg, says that the Hudson Bay Railroad 
Company is getting in a bad way and will 
likely collapse. Haifa dozen suits of the same 
mature Dave been entered agaiuss the com- 
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pany. The last bill filed ig on behalfof Mann 
& Holt, contractors, who built the forty miles 
completed last year. Thebill sets forth that 


the plaintiffs signed a contract last October to 
build forty miles of Poad at $11,000 per 
mile and that $184,000 is due them, 
and they hold first preference bonds to the 
amount of $400,000 as security. They elaim 
the road and pray for an injunction. At the 
outset several unsuccessful attempts were 
made by the projectors of the road which was 
to form part of the great scheme by which the 
products of the Northwest were to be trans- 
ported to Europe, via Hudson’s Bay and the 
Straits to float their projeet, which it now ap- 
pears has assumed the form of a bubble likely 
to burst at any time. The Dominion govern- 
ment officials, although they rendered some 
assistance to quiet speculative politicians, 
rt aia looked on the scheme as imprac- 
cable. 


GOT IT SURE. 


Formal Transfer of the B. & O. Telegraph 
to the Western Union. 


NEW YORK, October 7.—Mr. Robert Garrett 
returned from Europe by the steamship Ems 
this morning. When spoken to in connection 
with the sale ofthe Baltimore & Ohio Tele- 
graph lines, Mr. Garrett did not seem to be at 
all surprised that the safe had taken place, 
but would say nothing on the subject, except 
that as he had not yet seen Mr. Gould he was 
not prepared to speak. 

Dr. Norvin Green did not want to see re- 
porters to-day, and Jay Gould was too busy 
with meetings to talk. Mr. Somerville, the 
Press Agentof the Western Union, said the 


particulars of the Baltimore & Ohio purchase 
were, he understuod, substantially as pub- 
lished. Details had notyet been arranged, 
but the property was now operated for account 
of the Western Union and asa part of its sys- 
tem. 

‘*The purchase gives us éontrol of the lines 
over the five great trunk Ifmes. There will be 
no great advance in rates, Some rates have 
been ridiculously low. In some cases the 
Baltimore & Ohio has transferred business for 
10 cents when it cost 11 cents for outside serv- 
ice, Its policy seemed to be to injure 
Western Union rather than to make 
business for itself. Such rates as these 
will, of course, be increased. Where one 
office can do the business for a city the Balti- 
more & Ohio office will be closed. All these 
matters, however, willtake time to arrange, 
and itis not possible to at once give the de- 
tails.’’ 

RATIFIED. 

The Board of Directors of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company have oOflicially ratified the 
contract for the purchase of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Telegraph Company’s lines ana the com- 
pany has taken formal possession. Mr. Gar- 
rett has given his approval of the legal form. 


REV, JOSEPH PARKER. 


The Eloquent London Preacher’s Lecture at 
Chickering Hall. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, October 7.—The Rev. Dr. Joseph 
Parker of the City Temple, London, took the 
lecture stage lust night at Chickering Hall, 
with a ‘‘dramatig parable’’ called ‘*‘Job’s 
Comforters.’’ ‘‘Sympathy from Scilence’’ 
was the sub-title of the monologue, and the 
piece was really a set of dialogues between an 
imaginary nineteenth century Job and three 


modern men of science, more or less ingen- 
iously veiled under the stage hames of Stuart, 
the Millite; Huxley, the Moleculite, and 
Tyndall, the Saducee. Two more personages 
made their appearance toward the end, 
a game-keeper and his daughter. 
The lesson of the parableig the impotency of 
modern science to comfort sorrow or console 
grief. John B. Gough, he gaid, had given him 
some advice about the sort of lecture the peo- 
ple in America would expeet. No matter how 
witty, how eloquent, “polished, how 
felicitous aspeaker was, the. great temper- 
ance orator had said he could net hope for 
lasting success in America unless he was ani- 
mated bya profound moral purpose—a most 
delicate tribute, Dr. Parker thought, to toe 
intelligence and moral fibre of the people of 
the United States. With this idea in his mind, 
he had written his ‘‘dramatic parable,’’ on 
the proper limitation of science to the 
field of knowledge, and its 

ly proper exclusion from 

field of sympathy and sentiment. 
Job's afflictions in the new parable, were 
much the same as iu the old one, and the lan- 
guage in which he puts his troubles to the 
three comforters of modern science isin great 
part the familiar text of the King James’ ver- 
sion. The three philosophers can only tell 
him that the law of nature isa hard one; that 
his goods and his family have gone the way of 
the chemical economy of the universe. Dr. 
Parker’s monologue was about forty 
minutes in length. Hie said= in an 
epilogue that he could . not expect 
to please the flippant; it was for the suber 
and thoughtful only, at which there was some 
applause. 


M’GLYNN’S EXCOMMUNICATION, 


Bishop Moore of Florida Requests That the 
Case Be Reopened. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-DIsSPAtcH. 


7.—It became known 
yesterday that Bishop John Moore of St 
Augustine, Fla., had sent another applica- 
tion tothe Pope to have the cuse of Dr. Mc- 
Glynn reopened.

thorities in Rome. 

The conduct of Bishop Moore was open toa 
construction of discourtesy to Arcwvbishop 
Corrigan, and of interference by the bishop in 
an matter outside of his jurisdiction. Rut 
Bishop Moore has all along insisted that the 
Propaganda should reopenthe case, and yes- 
terday forwarded a second request to Rome 
asking that Dr. McGlynn’s counsel be heard 
with a view to annullimg the sentence of ex- 
communication, Catholic authorities here 
were of the opinion that his efforts would be 
fruitless, inasmuch as Dr. McGlynn had re- 
fused to obey the mandate calling hiin to 
Rome.

A CHANCE TO REST. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL PARTY AT THE CAPI- 
TAL OF WISCONSIN. 


The Trip From Milwaukee to Madison—A 
Flying Visit to the Soldiers’ Home—Hur- 
ried Departure—Ovations at All Railroad 
Stations—In the Hill and Lake Country— 
Chief-Justice Cole’s Address of Welcome 
~—The President’s Response—Life on the 
Rail, 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., October 7.—The day 
opened bright and beautiful, after a reguiar 
down pour of rain during the night, and 
everything tended to make the few remaining 
hours of the President’s stay in Milwaukee of 
amost pleasant nature. At about 8:30 a. m., 
the carriages containing the Presidential party 
and the Reception Committee left the Plank- 
ington House, and proceeded tothe Soldiers 
Home by way of Grand avenue and the Blue 
Mound road. The sides of the avenue were 
lined with people who doffed their hats and 
waved handkerchiefs, while an occasional 
cheer broke forth as some enthusiastic 
individual caught sight of his political 
chief and imparted his enthusiasin 
to those around. When the cavalcade arrived 
at the Soldiers’ Home, the maimed veterans 
were drawn inline and saluted the President 
and wife asthey drove down the line and 
through the grounds, the cannon on the green 
sward infront of the home building mean- 
while booming forth the Presidential salute. 
The time left before the departure of the train 
was sobrief thatnostop was made and the 
carringes drove very rapidly through the south 
side of the city and up intothe residence por- 
tion of the Seventh Ward to the Lake Park, 
where the handsome drive-way leads down to 
the Northwestern Depot. 

A GOOD SEND-OFP. 

A large crowd had congregated about the 
decorated pavilion on the platform for fully 
anhour before the distinguished party ar- 
rived, and when the President ’s carriage came 
into view it was greeted with a round of cheers 
which continued until the train left the depot. 
The appearance of Mrs. Cleveland on the plat- 
form was the signal for an especial outburst of 
enthusiasm from the ladies, who waved their 
handkerchiefs and parasols in accompaniment 
to thecheering. Mrs. Cleveland looks bright 
and fresh, notwithstanding the contin- 
ual round of receptions and levees 
which she has undergone, and smiled 
sweetly as she accompanied her husband 


tothecar. Col. Vilas was also the recipient 
ofa burst of applause as he stepped out of his 
curriage and vunished into the Presidential 
car. The train pulled ont of the depot at 
10:30, nearly half an hour later than was in- 
tended. No stops are to be made between 
here and Madison, butthe train will slow up 
at the larger stations in order to give the peo- 
ple a chance to see the President and his wife, 
No accident or any other disagreeable feat- 
ure has interfered to mar the President’s 
pleasure in this city, and the entire party 
were highly delighted with their treatment 
and admirable arrangements which charac- 
terized their reception and entertainment.

AT MADISON, 


Arrival of the Presidential Party—Life on 
the Rail. 


MADISON, Wis., October 7.—The President’s 
train left Milwaukee, according to the illuml- 
nated special time schedule, haif an hour 
late. The town has 200,000 inhabitants, covers 
un area of forty-two square miles, and there 
seemed to be a wish on the part of the authori- 
ties to show the President every one 
both of inhabitants and square miles. 
Hence the delay. ‘*‘Never’’ better was Mrs. 


Cleveland’s reply to an inquiry regarding her 
health as she came on board; and the Presi- 
dent, who seems to be made of iron, respond- 
ed for himself with equal heartiness. Both 
brought away the impression that Milwaukee 
is a very orderly town, and they 
are agreed that the demonstration 
throughout was exceedingly well-managed, 
every contingency having been foreseen and 
provided for. Lifeonthe special train has 
now settied into atiomelike routine, deliciously 
restful, after the round of surprises and ex- 
citements at the city stopping places. The 
rumble of the wheels, the gentle swaying of 
the cars, the flying panorama of forest, fleld 
and hamlet—even the saluting toot and 
hubbub of passing trains bave come to 
be, for the travelers, among the normal con- 
ditions of life, while the descents to terra 
firma and the hotel experiences are its pass- 
ing episodes.” Though Mrs. Cleveland rarely 
gets time to enter any car but herown an im- 
pression has been madeupon the mind of each 
person on board that she feels a personal in- 
terest in all, and the President humorously 
complains that her wishes are heeded, where 
his own would be disregarded. 
THE TRAIN ATTENDANTS, 

The corps of Pullman attendants from To- 
bias, the chef who invents marvel- 
ous dishes and still more profound mysteries 
up to Arthur, the steward, who invents 
names for them, are Princes in disguise, 
whose attentions would be rather appall- 
ing were they not s0 uniformly unos- 
tentatious in demeanor, performing their 
services as if thay were matters of course, 
and not things to be paid for. Arthur Wells, 
the steward, is Mr.Pullman’s personal attend- 
ant and the custodian of his private car 
wherever it moves. Tobias is the 
favorite chef of General Manager Thompson 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad. The other 
attendants are the cream of the Pullman ser- 
vice, having, without exception, had years of 
training under the most favorable conditions. 
It is a matter of constant wonder how wraps, 
valises, books and the smaller nick-nacks of a 
traveling party, which are never in sight 
when they ought to be, turn up 
in their places when wanted; and even how 
things forgotton, iett behind, and supposed to 
be lost, make their way back to their 
owners. The run to Madison was charm- 
ing. It was through a lake and £ 04hill 
country, Whose lands are as fertile as 
those of Italy. The. villagers along the way 
sped the passing train with their cheers, and 
in several instances stations and streets were 
adorned with evergreens and streamers. The 
arrival at Madison was made upon time. 

THE PRESIDENT'S SPEECH. 

The following is the President's reply to 
the address of Judge Cole, Chief 
Justice of Wisconsin: ‘‘After a week spent 
in travel and visiting the people of the 
great West, we have come toresta while at 
the capital of Wisconsin, known as the most 
beautiful in location and seenery of the 
cities of this region, We have come to sve 
your Jakes and the other features . of 
beauty that give you the reputa- 
tion so well deserved.

MASHED IN CARS. 


How the Capacity of Scullin’s Dust-Mills Is 
Increased—Indignation on the Line. 


Some of the local ,street-car lines, particu- 
larly those on Pine street, have been managed 
with an eye to the greatest profits on the least 
expenditure during the past two weeks. It 
has seemed to patrons of Scullin’s lines that 
the crowding-up process had been reduced to 
a science on these lines, and the results ob- 
tained every evening could not be surpassed 


by the managers themselves or any other 
streetgear companies. Inthat belief the pa- 
trons were mistaken for, notwithstanding the 
car seryice has not been increased during the 
festivities, each car has carried a greater max- 
imum number of passengers than was ever 
before obtained. On Veiled Prophet’s night, 
a blue open car, No.66, double piatform drawn 
by two horses and having reversible seats, 
carried 108 passengers from the corner of 
Fourth and Pine streets to various distributing 
points along the line. The average crowd on 
that car is forty, and workingmen complain 
of the jam when the number is increased 
to 50. The car is about five feet shorter than 
the open cars on the Fourth street and Chou- 
teau avenue line, and the latter are densely 
packed when carrying sixty passengers. The 
capacity of cars of the No. 66 type was in- 
creased by a kind of sandwiching process. 
Instead of having all the seats turned the same 
way the back of seat No. 2 was turned in the 
opposite way. This left a space ten inches 
wide between the backs of seats No. land No. 
2in which passengers could stand. By crowd- 
ing closely together eight average peopie 
could be gotten in this space and from ten to 
twelve smallthin men. The persons occupy- 
ing seats No. 2and 3 were allowed a common 
space 124g inches wide in which to dispose of 
theirlegs. Whentwo men were thus placed 
vis-a-vis they could make themselves easy by 
sandwiching their knees. It was otherwise 
when men and women faced each other. The 
same reversing process was employed at the 
otherend of the car, thereby increasing its 
capacity from sixteen to twenty-four persons 
over the number which it is ordinarily posst- 
ble tocarry. This plan is still in force on the 
biue line and yellow cars to the great discom- 
fort of patrons, A driver this morning gave 
the passengers near him some figures regarding 
the crowds that had been carried during the 
week. ‘‘One of those open yellow cars with 
fixed seats, carried the night of the Hendricks 
parade, 140 passengers, only thirty-six having 
seats. A bob-tailed white car built to seat 
twenty and carry thirty, all told, carried the 
night of the Veiled Prophets’ procession, sev- 
enty-four passengers. The open bob-tails 
from the Jefferson avenue line were brought 
down for service on the Mound City line. They 
were intended to carry thirty on a 
ush and averaged sixty passengers. 
here has not been a car on the four 
Pine street lines that has earned 
less than $2 a round trip duringthe two weeks. 
The blue and vellow line have averaged be- 
tween $3.75 and $4 per round trip. The men 
have been talking about the way the lines 
have been making money, and if they had any 
organization the feeling there is among them 
would make them receive a proposition to 
strike unanimously. During this crowded 
season they have been working from one to 
five hours extra every day without a cent extra 
a 5 
W inother ear-driver was asked if there was 
any probability that a strike would be 
inaugurated. ‘‘Not on our line,’’ he said. 
‘*Men never take a job on the Scullin -lines 
when they, can get work at anything else. 
They coms here because they have to, and go 
as soon as they can. They never had an 
organization of car-drivers and conductors in 
St. Louis that contained half of the men em- 
loyed, and now there is no organization.’’ 
The public have been waiting a long time to 
strike, but as Scullin’s lines are the only cars 
running into the southwest territory, they are 
forced to patronize them. 


DUE TO DESPONDENCY. 


Mrs. John Andrews of Kansas City Commits 
Suicide at Midnight.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., October 7.—Mra. John 
Andrews, the wife of a rich Kansas City livery 
man, committed suicide at midnight last night 
by hanging herself from a rafter in an 
outhouse in the rear of the family 


residence, 1514 Locust street. Mrs. Andrews 
has been subject to fits of despondency for the 
last year and a half, caused by Illness, 
and has frequently threatened to take 
her life. Close watch has been kept 
on her actions, however, and up to this time 
she has been unable to accomplish her pur- 
pose. She passed the early part of last even- 
ing in reading the daily papers and the 
family did not notice anything pecullar tn her 
actions. The household retired at 9 o'clock, 
and a little after midnight Mr. Andrews awoke 
and missed his wife from his side.

She had risen 
from her couch, put on her dress, and 
hung herself. She leaves three children. She 
left nothing bebind which would tndicate her 
motive, and it issupposed she was attacked 
by one of her fits of insanity.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., October 7.—J. P. Mo- 
Gaughey, Secretary of the Co-operative Board 
of Knights of Labor, said this wmorn- 
ing that the result of the vote is 
the case of James R. Buchanan, No.

The oe 3 on point 
of opposition among the ‘‘antis’’ seems to be 
that they do not like the idea of the general 
ofticers holding office for a two-years term.

LITCHMAN’S REPORT. 

General Secretary Litchman presented his 
moport to-day. It was very voluminous. The 
following is a short synopsis: 

The number of members reported in good 
oes at the last session of the General 
Assembly was 702,924, and the number of 
members in arrears, 26,753. This made the 
apparent membership of the order, as then 
reported, 729.677. The tremendous growth in 
the early part of 1886 will be remembered. 
People came into the order by the hundred 
thousands, so thata suspension of initiations 
for forty days was ordered. After the forty 
days had expired the rush again com- 
menced, and the result was to bring to the 
organization amass of material that proved 
itself to be a weakness rather than a strength. 
For the six months following the ses- 
sion of the General Assembly at Richmond, the 
papers of the country have been filled con- 
tinually with assauits upon the order, upon 
the general officers, and everything pos- 
sible done to disintegrate and destroy the 
order. Yetin spite ofall this opposition the 
total number of members re in 
standing July 1, is, round nu 
485,000. Add to this the nearly 50,000 
who areinthe same relation to the order as 
were the 26,753, reported as in arrears, upon 
the last report, and we would have 
the membership of the order 535,000 July 1,

RECEIPTS. 

The receipts for the fiscal year ending Ju 
1, are shown to be $388,731, giving wi 
balance on hand a grand total of $508,- 
647. Consideration of the question of establish- 
ing aco-operating savings association was 
recommended, alsothat State Assemblies be 
made compulsory instead of permissive. 

THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 

The General Assembly at Richmond, after 
adopting certain amendments to the constitu- 
tion, referred the balance of the report to 
the Committee on Law, together witn such 
other changes as had been presented to the 
General Assembly, to a special committee of 
revision. It was ordered that this committce, 
in conjunction with the General Executive 
Board, should prepare a revision of the con- 
stitution and submit the same to a vote of the 
local assemblies of the order. The result of 
the deliberations of this Committee 
Revision was subinitted to the local assemblies 
as provided under the vote under which the 
committee was appointed. The assemblies 
were requested to vote upon the constitu- 
tion proper as the first proposition, and upon 
the article relating to national trade assem- 
blies, as the second proposition. The returns 
from the local assemblies showed that 
2,363 local assemblies voted on the first 

roposition, and 1,006 voted no; that 2,363 
ocal assemblies voted yes on the second 
proposition, and 962 no. 

Secretary Lichtman, in concluding, sald his 
office had been anything buta bed of roses 
and that enemies among the order had perse- 
cuted bim.

The Iroquois Club of Chicago Complains of 
Shabby Treatment From the St. Louis 
Hendricks Association—An Escort of 
Fifty Picked Democrats Declined By Mr. 
Cleveland — Chicago’s Claim That Its 
Kepresentatives Were Forakered in St. 
Louis—What the Local Politicians Really

The Chicago News bas given publicity to 
complaints made by members of the Iroquois 
Club who came toSt. Louis on Tues- 
Gay morning and returned Tuesday night 
on a_ special following the Presi- 
dent's train. The club is composed 
of the swell element among the Demo- 
cratic politicians of Chicago, and is considered 
there as being worthy of all honor. However, 
in St. Louis they attracted little attention and 
now complain that having been effusiveiy in- 
vited to this city they were neglected by the 
Hendricks Association, which had extended 
its armstothem. The News says: 

With visions of princely entertainment 
dancing before them, the misguided Chica- 
goans went to St. Louis. Not a member of 
the alleged Hendricks Club was on hand to 
receive them; somewhat dismayed, but still 
smiling, the Chicago confingent, preceded by 
their own brass band discoursing that soulful 
air, ‘‘We May Be Happy Yet,’’ marched to 
the Southern Hotel. Here one man—one 
lone, lorn individual who confessed that 
he belonged to the Hendricks Club—made bis 
appearance, and with exceeding suavity 

ointed the way to the hotel dining-hail. 

‘hen he vanished. That was all that was 
seen or heard of the alleged Hendricks Club. 
That lone, lorn Individual pointing the way to 
the victualing-room constituted the sum of 
the hospitality which, with such effusiveness, 
the Hencricks Club had proffered! 

GRAND-MARSHAL HARRINGTON. 

Grand Marshal of the Hendricks Assocla- 
tion, Henry F. Harrington, said with refer- 
ence to this complaint: ‘‘I an not an officer of 
the Hendricks Association, but as the marshal 
of the parade I received numerous letters 
from clubs advising me that they would be in 
the city to take partin the parade. I replied 
that we would be pleased to see them and 
would try to give them good positions in the 
line, but we could not undertake to make any 
arrangements for them as to quarters or 


meals on accCunt of the large crowds that 
would bein the city atthattime. I received 
no communication whatever from the Iroquois 
Club and did not know it was coming to St. 
louis. I know of po invitation being ex- 
tended to it.’’ 
DAVID ‘W. CARUTH, 
President of the Hendricks Association, said: 
**‘We did not invite the club to come to St. 
Louis, lit came to escort Mr. Cleveland to 
Chicago; but he declined the escort and 
they returned on another train. When 
We knew the club was coming a 
committee was appointed which consisted 
of R. D. Lancaster, Robert H. Kern and other 
entiemen to see if the members could not 
@taken on the river excursion and get tick- 
etsfor them to the Veiled Prophet's ball. 
This committee tried very hard, but did not 
succeed in either getting excursion or ball 
tickets forthe club. ‘There were thousands of 
eople here who were equally disappointed. 
gave away all the tickets lcould procure to 
people whoreally oughtto bave them, even 
giving away my own ticket. I tried hard to 
get a ticket for the National Democratic Com- 
rmitteeman from Nebraska, but could not do 
it. He ought to have had aticket, as we will 
need his vote when the time comes 
for deciding where the next National Conven- 
tion is to be held. But there was no getting 
the ticket. The Iroquois people have no right 
to feel sore. Ail that could be done was done, 
Ilexpect the kick is made by men who are 
looking around for such opportunities and no 
attention should ba paid to it.’’ 
ROBERT H. KERN 
told the whole story with more detail than Mr. 
Caruth. ‘‘I have not attended many meetings 
of the Hendricks Association of late, as I 
have been away from the city a great 
deal. But -Thursday § night, a week 
ago, I think was, I was 
ata meeting. The parade arrangements were 
being discussed, and then I think it was Mr. 
Lancaster’ brought up the matter of the 
coming of the Iroquois Club on Tuesday. 
It was. proposed that the Association 
entertain the club but I said I knew what the 
members of the club would expect in the 
way of entertainment, and the Ass»- 
ciation ought to first consider 
the expense of such entertainment. 
The Iroquois Club is composed of 
menwho have large business interests and 
who live well. They would expect to be re- 
ceived, if received at all, In style, taken to 
their hotel in carriages, etc. The 
members -of the Hendricks Association con- 
-cluded they could not entertain the club 
in any such manner, and a committee was ap- 
oo. consisting of John H. Overall, Henry 
Vv. Bond, ©. M. Napton, A. Ww. 
Coakley, myself § and other members 
whose names do not now occur to 
me, to see what could be done. We wrote 
a letter then to Frank Hoyne, Secretary of the 
Iroquois Club, part of which 1 dictated. A 
sentence was put in this letter like this: 
‘Please advise us on what train you will 
come,’ I suggested that they be 
asked instead to advise us at what 
hotel we could meet them, as wo did not 
wish to commit ourselves to a reception at the 
depot. Their arrival on Tuesday 
morning was not conventfent tor 
such a reception, as the boys were 
tired out On account of the parade Monday 
night. Besides the Association epent all its 
-money on that parade. So in this letter all 
we promised to do Was to try and get tickets 
for the steamboat excursion and a place 
to see the V. PF. parade, As they were to 
be here only one day we could notdo more. I 
was on asnb-committee to see about getting 
‘ tickets for the excursion and went to see 
George Castieman, who, I understood, 
had charge of the matter. lie 
sent me to see the MayorandI went. Mr. 
Francis sent me back to Castleman with in- 
structions to say that the matter had Deen left 
to him. astleman asked me how many there 
would be in the club delegation. I told 
himabout fifty. He said it was not possible 
to get tickets forall of them, but he would 
send us five tickets, the largest num. 
ber that could be obtained. I gaid if 
that was all we could get we would 
have to be satisfied. On Sunday Mr. Castile- 
man came tomy honse and said it had been 
decided to issue tickets to the club for the 
Veiled Prophet ball. He asked me to wire 
Chicago and get the names of the members of 
the delegation. I eent a message that 
day and On Monday received a reply. I sent 
Mr. Castleman the list, thirty-five or forty 
names, and he sent me twenty-three tick< ts to 
the ball. The committee agreed to meet the 
club at the depot, although they were not 
under any obligation to do so, and Tuesday 
morning I went to the depot without my 
breakfast. I remained there till half-past &, 
and not being able to locate the train, went to 
my office to keep a business engagement, The 
train arrived fifteen minutes after I left the 
depot. Mr. Coakley was there and went with 
the club tothe hotel. I was very busy that 
morning, and sent down to the hotel to see if 
ciub had arrived. At my re- 
Frank Hoyne came up to 
me. I - told him what we 
bad done and gave him the five excursion tick- 
ets. He appreciated the situation and said 
they would get along with those if no 
more could bea peotten, I went down 
to the boat at 10 o'clock and 
found Congressman Springer and 
Townsend, members of the Iroquois Ciub, 
there on independent tickets. They had been 
talking tothe excursion committee, and the 
latter had decided to take the entire 
elub,. Mr. Hoyne came down, and was 
told of this decision, He went 
back to the hotel for the club, but the men, 
and even the band, bad strolled away, so only 
the five members went on the excur- 
sion. When the twenty-three Veiled 
Prophets’ ball tickets were given 
them they did not feel disposed 
to accept them, as their whole number could 
I told them that there were thousands 
who lived in 8&8, Louis 
never secon a Velled Prophet 
invitation and probably never would, 
and the club Was oniy a small portion of the 
total number of strangers in the city, all of 
whom wanted to go to that ball.

Robbins Discharged—The Girl’s 
Story—Another Case. 


The case of James M. Robbins, charged 
with disturbing the peace by an alleged insult 
to Miss Cora Smith of No. 1525 North Seventh 
street, came upinthe Second District Police 
Court this morning, and Judge W hite 
after hearing the evidence discharged 
Mr. Robbins.

Cora was dressed in a suit of 
undecided gray material of a semi-wooly 
and fuzzy character, a black straw hat and 
a black shawl. When her name was called 
she tripped forward smilingly, patted her 
damaged eye in a coquettish manner at Judge 
White, and poured forth the following tale of 
woe:

‘‘On Wednesday evening at about 9:30 I went 
to the suloon on the corner for my father, and 
Isaw this iman standingon the corner. He 
spoke to me and when I came out he spoke to 
meagain. I didnotanswer him, and he took 
hold of myarm. I broke awayand he fol- 
lowed me. I went in and told my father, and 
he said for me to go out again, andif the man 
followed me again he would attend to 
him.

The company, at the suggestion 
of the city official, agreed to give up tuat por- 
tion of Lindell avenue so as to allow the boule- 
vard to extend down to Thirty-fourth street. 
Another important consideration was that 
the transfer of the Lindell avenue track to 
Olive street would relieve Grand avenue of 
its connecting track and improve the street 
for use after the Grand avenue bridge is com- 
pleted. Someof the residents and business 
people on the street now announce that a sec- 
ond track will crowd the _ street too 
much. The company does not wish 
to interfere with travel east of 
Tweifth street during the Exposition and as 
they technicaily give up their Lindell avenue 
rights on beginning the work on Olive street, 
they areinaquandary. The road has a large 
force of men Dut is unable to start them until 
some definite conciusion is arrived at con- 
cerning the prosecutiou of the work on Olive, 
near Grand avenue. 


Deaths During September. 


The mortality report for September, com- 
piled to-day, shows that during the month 
804 deaths occurred in the city, 19 
less than in the month of August. 
Diphtheria was the assigned cause in 135 cases, 
Inmembranous croup in twenty two and 
whooping-cough in one case. Six suicides, 
six homicides and thirty fatal accidents were 
reported. Within the same period of time 906 
births were reported.

The fifth dayof the Fair opened with an- 
pther of the unusually fine days tnat have 
marked it throughout the first part 
of the week.

A Sketch of French Rural Life. 


From the Figaro. 

As far back asI can remember, I have 
always seen Martin, the cobbler, in his 
stall at the corner of the public square of 
my Village. Ihave always noticed him 
there, a shoe firmly held between his 
knees, bringing his tightly clenched fists 
together, bending his elbows, and plying 
his awl with a regularity akin to that of 
the heavy brass pendulum in the clock- 
case behind him, swinging tac, tac, tac, 
ever reminding him of the eternal mono- 
tony of life. 

Tac, tac, from left to right swings the 
pendulum, elbows bend and fists come to- 
gether. Pan, pan! the hammer falls; 
work progresses, but never ends. After 
one shoe comes another. Men walk and 
shoes are worn out. Pan, pan! down and 
up, tac, tac, from right toleft! All thy 
life, Martin, shallt thou ply thy awl and 
wield thy hammer, seated upon thy low 
chair in thy narrow booth, at the corner 
of the public square, opposite the church 
from which, on Sundays, escape strains as 
monotonous as the eternity of which they 
sing, as monotonous as our mortal lives 
which are ever swinging, tac, tac, from 
right to left, from fear to hope! 

In spring and summer, the trees in the 
square are clad in green; in autumn the 
leaves fall; in winter the limbs are bare. 
Tac, tac, all thy life, Martin, shalt thou 
tug at thy awl and swink thy hammer; 
shoes wear outand men walk. Work al- 
ways progresses but never ends. 

With summer come the locusts: there 
are thousands of them inthe topmost 
limbs of the plane-trees, in those high 
branches which are ever waving from 
right to left. 

On the trunks of the trees and on the 
ground the shade is riddled with small 
luminous spots which ever glide to the 
right and to the left, obedient to the wind: 
and the cicada fills the air with ‘its shrill 
noise, an unchanging, jerky note, which 
rises and falls as if it tlitted far, far away, 
after having come so near. 

The month of August slips- by and the 
locusts disappear. Floods come down from 
the hills and inundate the plains. About 
the village myriads of frogs set up a loud, 
upceasing clamor, so regular a racket, to 
which we get so accustomed that, when 
asleep, a sudden cessation of it wakes us 
up with astart, wondering if anything 
unusual bas occurred. 

In the public square stands a fountain. 

From the center of around pond arises 
a little column supporting a small basin, 
from which, through four pipes, the 
water flows and falls into the pond below 
with a merry splash, which never varies, 
never changes. It is ever the same 
monotonous mirth, that makes us feel 
sad when we remember that it is always 
thus, as indifferent to the departure of 
the dead covered with a black pall and 
being conveyed through the public square 
to their last resting-place, as it is to the 
arrival of the new-born babe carried to 
the church for baptism. 

The fountain with its four pipesisa 
timekeeper as well: it seems to mark the 
four seasons; it points to the north, to the 
south, to the east and to the west. Its 
waters rustle continuously, just like the 
leaves, like the frogs and the locusts, like 
strains from the church, like the pendu- 
lum, like Old Martin’s hammer. Pan, 
pan! Shoes wear out and men tfavel. 
Work progresses, but is never finished. 

Old Martin has a wife, a good, econom1- 
cal wife. Even on Sundays he works, 
heedless of the cure’s remonstrances. “If 
I did not work on Sunday, Monsieur le 
Cure, lLwould probably get tight!’ No 
one has ever seen him drunk, not even 
his happy wife, who adores him. 

What does old Martin think about as he 
lies his awl, us he wields his hammer? 
Tis odd, he wishesto give uphis stall. 

He is planning to quit it altogether. 

From the square, passers-by who glance 
at the little booth, find it pretty, because 
the glazed door whichis just as wide as 
the shop itself, is bordered with verdure, 
and old Martin on the inside, behind the 
glass, inthe center of his frameof flow- 
ers, resembles a life-like picture, one 
of those masterpieces to which the artist 
gives so much expression, such an ap- 
pearance of reality thatasingle glance 
gives us an insight into the life of the per- 
son represented, his habits, even of his 
very thoughts. 

Always unchanging, just likea painted 
picture, Old Martin grows old as he plies 
hisawl. From time to time he raises his 
head, casts a hasty look at the square 
where the fountain plays, where men 
walk. ‘*How d’do, how d’do, Pere Mar- 
tin?’ ‘*How d’do, how d’do.” They pass 
by and go abouttheir business. They 
will come back, 

What are old Martin’s thoughts so busy 
about? He is thinking of giving up his 
little shop. He has had enough of it. 
He feels that he is getting old. And 
it is just because he has had enough 

the shop that he remains there; 
that he does not move from it; 
that he is to be seen there so early inthe 
morning and so late at night, pegging 
away! Martin works hard now, so as to 
be abletostop working someday. His 
plans are all laid out. He is saving money. 
Pan, pan! During a whole lifetime he 
will drudge, soasto have, at the end, a 
few happy days without work, when he 
will change his quarters and no longer 
have tosay: ‘*Walk in, walk in, we will 
see about it!’ or ‘*The lowest price is six 
francs!’’ or **‘How d’do, how. d’do!” to 
each passing wagoner. 

Then, he will have a garden, a little gar- 
den of his own which he will water and 
attend to, in front of a little home he will 
have built. In his mind he has already 
selected the site of the house; it will be at 
one of the extremities of the village, ata 
short distance from the highway where 
men walk and shoes are wornout. Old 
Martin is getting tired of drudging with 
awl and hammer. 

Honest Martin smiles as he works, be- 
cause his heart is light with hope. Heisa 
worthy man and customers come to his 
shop from afar. He is hoarding up 
shining pieces of money in the old 
boots that dangle from. the ceiling 
of his attic. Strike, hammer: fiow, 
fountain. Folks say that little brooks, 
eh! eh! eh! make great rivers; little by 
little, pan, pan. pan, the bird builds its 
nest. Eh, eh,eh: And it happens now, 
that those who pass by the shop, hear Old 
Martin laugh. He is laughing allto him- 
self over his pleasant fancies, his little 
garden, his cozy home that will be built 
on the spot he knows so well, at one of 
the extremities of the village, a short dis- 
tance from the public road where men 
walk and shoes are worn out. 

‘*‘Hello! Old Martin! we have hired an 
assistant it seems?’’ 

‘*Faith, yes, as you see!’’ 

There are two of them in the shop now, 
an old man and a young one, plving the 
awl and wielding the hammer and greet- 
ing passers-by with ‘‘How d’do.” There 
are twoof them now in the green frame, 
anu old anda youngone. The apprentice 
seems young and vigorous, while Martin 
looks quite old, 

‘‘An assistant, Martin! that makes quite 
a change in your life, eh?” 

‘*‘A change? Yes, but oh! so little a 
one! There were too many customers!” 

“So much the better, Martin! so 
the better. Too much work 
rich!” 

And he smiles pleasantly, and so does 
his old wife. 

A change? He does not understand. 
No, his habits have not changed: there is 
the square, the church and the fountain; 
the same identical things, the same 
noises, the same words. Funerals still 
solemnly file by on their way to the grave- 
yard, christening parties still go to the 
church. Men walk and shoes wear out. 
Tack! tack! pan, pan! but there will soon 
be an endtoall this. The house will be 
erected. It is being built. The frame is 
up. The whole country talks of Martin’s 
house. It will shut out the notary from a 
view of the plain,and he, naturally, is any- 
thing but pleased. A few days more of 
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drudgery, worthy man, and thou shalt 
have earned thy day. of rest. Work! 
work! The fountain sings sweetly! To- 
morrow thou wilt not hear it. Thy ham- 
mer seems to resound joyfully. The new 
house has two stories. Upon the roof, 
right against the chimney, the bricklay- 
ers have set a flag adorned with a bouquet 
of oleander blossoms. Thy dream is real- 
ized. Thy houseisup. Thy flag floats as 
proudly in the breeze as does the one over 
the town-hall on holidays, Come, now, 
Martin! treat the workmen. Choose for 
that purpose some fine Sunday and 
christen thy new house! Thy needest no 
longer ply thy awl and thou mayst lay 
down thy hammer. 

I need no longer ply my awl, I may lay 
down my hammer! So frequently has 
Old Martin been toasted that he is‘tight, 
in fact, verv drunk. He had never tasted 
that white wine before, and he finds it 
very pleasant to drink, much better than 
the water of the fountain. It is Martin’s 
first Sunday, the firston which he does 
not hear issuing from the church the 
regular murmur of hymns as monotonous 
as the eternity of which they they sing! 
It is, then, a real Sunday, a day of rest! 
All Martin’s habits willnowchange. Play- 
fully he pats his apprentice’s shoulder. 
Eh!eh!teh! Both are fuddled, and they 
look at each other very strangely, saying 
such funny things that a crowd gathers 
around, laughing at them and exciting 
them on. Martin’s wifecomes up....Hello! 
why did the merry-making wind upina 
fight? 

The jollity ended in a row. How did 
he getdrunx? Why did he make his ap- 
prentice tipsy? No one would have dared 
to joke with poor Martin about his wife at 
hisage. He would not have been so furi- 
ous. And that evening in his residence 
(the old house, not hisown, the new one), 
alone with his wife and apprentice, he 
would not have got so mad as to wound 
the young man in the arm with his 
shoemaker’s knife. But it was his 
first Sunday. He was changing his 
mode of life and his habits forever; he 
wished to have a merry-making, the only 
one in his life, and he wished it such that 
people would say: “Oh! on that day Mar- 
tin did_ things in style!’’ Then he re- 
turned home drunk and fell to beating 
wife and apprentice: they defended them- 
selves, and there were blows, screams 
and blood. And to fill the measure of 
the old man’s woes, in his crazy fit of 
drunken fury he took up a lamp and set 
fire to the hangings of his bed, to the cur- 
tains of the windows, shouting at the top 
of his voice: ‘*Let everything burn!’’

TALES OF FORREST. 


Rough-and-Tumble Manners of the 
Confederate Cavalry Leader.

From the Jacksonville News-Herald, 

The following interesting incidents in 
the army life of. Gen. Bedford Forrest 
were witnessed by an eye-witness, and 
now for the first time published: 

In December, 1862, Gen. N. B. Forrest 
crossed the Tennessee river and made a 
raid through West Tennessee, which por- 
tionof the State was fortified in many 
places, all of which were strongly 
garrisoned. While making ib 
feint against - Jackson (to enable 
the larger partof his brigade to uninter- 
ruptedly capture the small stockades on 
the railroad) a staff officer galloped up to 
the General and exclaimed excitedly: 

‘General, General, the Yankees are 
coming up in your rear!’’ 

Without a moment’s hesitation and in 
the most indifferent manner imaginable 
Forrest replied: 

‘*T don’t kere a ——-——. 
face an’ I'l] bein thar rar.’’ 

While crossing the Tennessee River 
(returning from this same raid) 
his rear was strongly ovpressed' b 
the Federals. The ferry-boats ha 
to be pulled back and forth by hand. 
The weather was terribly cold, and as 
the men hauled uponthe wet ropes their 
hands would literally freeze to them. 
Forrest thought those on the east side 
were working too slowly and crossing 
over he immediately put every one to 
work—officers as well as privates, 

The Colonel who had been left in com- 
mand on the west side sent his Sergeant- 
Major across the river with an important 
message to Forrest. The Sergeant found 
the General hauling ou a rope, alternately 
encouraging and damfing every one near 
him. Heran up to Forrest, and began! 


‘General, Colonel Woo—’”’ 

‘*Damn Colonel whoever-he-is. Ketch 
hold of this rope and help pnil the boat 
in!’’

OUR ENGLISH COUSINS. 


TRUE REASON OF THEIR GOOD FEELING 
FOR THE UNITED STATES. 


Kindly Expressions of the London Press— 
Reports of the Constitutional Celebration 
—Seeking a Closer Union—Admiration for 
Our Institutions and Prosperity—The 
Federation Scheme. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatrcn. 

NEw YorK, October 7.—The WoORLD to-day 
publishes the following London letter from 
T. C. Crawford under date of September 25: 
Every one of the great papers of London uses 
the most kindly expressions in speaking of 
the United States. The London Times has 
nearly every day an editorial on American af- 
fairs, speaking of our growth with the great- 
est respect and with the greatest admiration 
for the United States. All of the papers have 
spoken inthe most agreeable terms of the 
Centennial celebration at Philadelphia. Nearly 
allofthem have printed very long cable re- 
ports of the celebration itself. Ordinarily, 
the English papers don’t svend money in 
cable dispatches from the United States, but 
they have been very liberal in their re- 
ports of the Philadelphia event. I have 
taken some pains to find outthe reason for 
this good feeling. This kindliness of ex- 
pression has beeén more common during the 
last year. You see criticism of the United 
States onlyinthe most bitter of the smaller 
weeklies. The special reason for the publica- 
tions in favor of the United States I find to be 
this: The progressive people of this country 
believe that Great Britain has reached the full 
zenith of her political power under the exist- 
ing order of things, and that unless she takes 
positive and decided steps in the future to in- 
augurate a new policy her future wiil be one of 
loss and constant retrogression. 

SEEKING A CLOSE UNION. 

The Imperialists, as they are called, are the 
people who are seeking to improve and 
strengthen England and to provide for her a 
prosperous future. These gentlemen believe 
that England will lose her power unless she 
can secure a close union between herself and 
allof her colonies. These men believe that 
there should bea close federation of all the 
English colonies under a system similar to 
that of the United States with us. It is this 
feeling and this movement which direct the 
arguments in favor of the United States, which 
are now constantly being printed and talked 
throughout Great Britain. The United States 
is held up as the most powerful and pros- 


perous nation of the globe, with a future 
beyond anything that imagination can sur- 
mise. This picture of prosperity and strength 
is held up as an inducement to the federation 
of the English colonies. 

DEMOCRACY MEANS UNION. 

Froude, the historian, wrote his book of 
**Oceana’’ with the distinet idea of advanc- 
ing the union of the English colonies with 
the home Government. In his book he speaks 
of the possibilities of this federation, and 
says that the idea of what can be accom- 
plished by such federation is brought homes 
to the mind of every Englishman who sets 
foot on the soil of the United States. He says 
that there is in the mind of every intelil- 
gent English visitor who goes tothe United 
States ‘‘something of envy, but more of 
pride, and still more of admiration. The 
Americans are the English reproduced in a 
new sphere. What they have done we can do. 
The Americans are a generation before us, in 
the growth of democracy, and events have 
proved that democracy does not mean dis- 
union.’’ 

THE FEDERATION SCHEME. 

The English leaders dream of this federation 
and some of them think that when;the federa- 
tion is once accomplished the monarcby itself, 
which is now but a mere name, will go with it, 
and that England will become a great republic 
in name as itis now in reality. They are 
anxious to work handin hand with us, and to 
have the support of the great democratic 
union of States of our country. In ail of the 
discussions of the fishery disputes In the 
papers, you see everywhere expressions of the 
greatest kindliness. There is nothing seen of 
the truculence of the Canadians. The English 
are disposed in advance to respect 
any reasonable report from the Com- 
mission. They argue constantly in favor of 
settling all disputes between the United States 
and Great Britain by arbitration, The dream 
of the English federation over the globe is a 
high one, but the Tories are to-day the worst 
enemies of the plan of advancing England. 
Instead of forging bolts to strengthen the 
union they are — all they can to weaken 
it. Their policy ia Ireland would make union 
and harmony there forever impossible. If it 
were not for the growing conviction in Ireland 
that the mass of the English don’t 2 
with this policy, the Irish would become 
desperate. As English are 
daily sending especial investigators 
to Ireland. You see constantly in the 

apers letters from independent English tour- 
sts who have gone to Ireland to investigate 
for themselves. ‘he Tory policy has also 
been unfriendly towards the colonies. The 
Tory Ministers have sought merely to aid 
themselves selfishly, without any idea of reci- 
procity. The colonies are yet very loyal, but 
in order .to secure the federation which is 
planned by the greatest of Engiish statesmen 
a change of Ministry and aradical change in 
the policy of the Government will have to be 
secured before any steps in this direction can 
be profitably taken. T. C. CRAWFORD.

MR. VILAS’ ALLEGED CONFESSION, 


Ancient Minneapolis Enemy Makes 
Further startling Statements. 


Minneapolis Special to New York WORLD.

James 8S. Garland Charies H. Smith, Charles

FLESH TURNED INTO STONE. 


) 


Remarkable Stories of Petrefaction Occur. 
ring in the Bad Lands of Dakota. 


Rapid City Correspondence of the Milwaukee Journal, 

Dakota is truly a marvelous and won- 
derful country. Not only wonderful in 
mineral and agricultural resources, but it 
abounds in geological formations that 
afford constant surprise and study for 
the student in this most interesting 
science. The Bad Lands, located seventy 
miles southeast of this point, bave no equal 
on this continent as a receptacle for petri- 
factions of amphibious animals. The pe- 
culiarity of the soil transforms flesh into 
stone, but this power is not only confined 
to the soil of the Bad Lands, but exists in 
many localities in the Black Hills. A case 
has just come to the knowledge of your 
correspondent that has never been made 
public, and proves that many bodies 
buried in the Hills have turned to stone. 
The case at hand is that of alittle son of 
Mr. Eugene Holcomb, a prominent citizen 
of Rapid City. Some years ago the boy 
died and was buried in a spot set aside for 
general burying purposes. When the 
city grew and a cemete ry was se- 
lected, Mr. Holcomb had a large 
monument erected, and the departed disin- 
terred. The family expected when the 
shovel of the grave-digger reached the 
casket it would need replacing and had 
made preparations to that end. The coffin 
was reached, and as the man endeavored 
to place a rope underneath to twist it to 
the surface, he was surprised at its great 
weight. Thinking it was the narrow, 
contracted hole that reduced his strength, 
he made several more efforts, but only 
moved it a few inches, and was ‘compelled 
to call for aid. Two men succeeded in 
placing the rope about the casket, and 
with a hard pull it was brought to the 
surface. An examination followed, and 
upon the deceased being revealed it 
was found that the body had turned, 
not as Scripture says: ‘‘Dust thou art 
to dust returnest,” but into solid rock. 
From a gentleman who was present and 
whose word can be relied upon, it was 
learned that the parents easily recognized 
the child. The body had assumed a dark- 
brown color, the features slightly shrunk- 
en, and he compared it with the aippear- 
ance of a mummy. ‘he eyebrows and hair 
were of alighter hue, while the bands 
were perfect. It wasthe most singular 
sight he had ever witnessed, and only the 
sensitive feelings of the parents kept the 
matter from the newspaper columns. The 
body was again interred. and now rests 
peacefully in the family lot ~~ aught we 
know. 

The strange transformation of this body 
is not the only instance recorded. The 
few number of dead removed has not 
afforded an opportunity to learn how 
common an occurrence this may be, but 
learned gentiemen tell me that when 
Gabriel blows his bugle or the disinter- 
ring of bodies becomes necessary in the 
Black Hills country, many bodies will be 
found turned to stone. The other instance 
related is that of Wild Bill, murdered in 
Deadwood by Jack Call ten years ago. 
Bill was buried on the mountain side, and 
the building of residences compelled the 
unearthing of his bones. What was the 
surprise of his friends when they discoyv- 
ered that the famous frontiersman was a 
solid stone—petrified. This revelation 
may appear strange to Eastern readers, 
but here it is an open secret.

From the Prairie Farmer. 

N. J. Shepherd writes that after he had 
been unable to exclude rats from his corn 
crib by ordinary means, he lined it with 
hemlock plank six inches wide, and coy- 
ered the floor and ceiling with the same 
material, placing the plank about one- 
fourth of an inch apart. Not a rat has 
found its way into the crib since. Mice, 
however, have found entrance; they seem 
able to gnaw hemlock, while rats can- 
not. To exclude these he would lay the 
floor with plank from four to six inches 
wide, with inch spaces between them to 
admit ventilation for the corn, and then 
cover the whole with woven wire with 
meshes which mice cannot pass. Nail 
outhe inside of the studs woven wire 
strong enough to resist the pressure of 
the corn, and with meshes to exclude the 
mice. Then nailwoven wire on the cross- 
pieces overhead. The floor wire and that 
overhead need not be very heavy. Sucha 
crib will shut out both rats and mice and 
let in more air than any other. Its extra 
cost will be repaid in a few years in clean, 
sound, well-dried and unnibbled corn,

BARTLETT PEARS. 


The Original Tree Still Standing and Bear- 
ing Fruit. 


In your issue of September 10, writes 
Allan Putnam in the Boston Transcri pt, a 
statement was made that the Little Pale. 
ters of the Poor exhibit at the coming 
fair in Mechanics’ building pears from the 
original Bartlett a tree, standin 
grounds now owned by the sisters. ‘rhe 
statement in your article is that ‘‘all the 
Bartlett pear trees in the United States 
owe their origin to this tree, which is 
about 50 years old.’’ There were two pear 
trees of that variety, equal in age as to 
growth on American soil, and both were 
standing and fruit- bearing only five or 
six years ago, and presumably are so 
now. One of them, the larger of the 
two, is on the grounds of the Sisters; the 
other, only afew rods distant, is not on 
their grounds. These trees are much 
more than fifty years old. Enoch Bart-~ 
lett, from whom the pear takes its name, 
was my father-in-law, and I resided near 
to and on his grounds from 1845 to 1860, 
and during the first fifteen of those years 
was in frequent conversation with him 
touching all his interests there. 

The house he occupied had been built, 
and three or four acres around it stocked 
with imported trees of many varieties by 
a Mr. Brewer, probably ip the latter haif 
of the first decade (and earlier half of the 
second) of the nt century. Mr. 
Brewer was lost at sea, and his family 
had to part with house and lands. Mr. 
Bartlett obtained the property in 1820, 
— young trees on the ground were jtist 

on to be fruitful. Soon, but I do 

know exactly which year, Mr. Bart- 
lett was able to take down into State 
street some pears of an unknown variety 
yet of extraordinary size, beauty and 
romise, lam mot able to name the year 
definitely, but thi pron must have been 
early in the twenties. I think it must be 
that the trees were imported at least 
seventy years ago. 

After Mr. Bartlett’s decease (in 1861-2) 
I built a house on part of the grounds once 
his orchard, and there was my home until 
1880. The top limbs of the trees now 
owned by the Sisters had died or were dy- 
ing early in the sixties, I personally was 
called to hold conference with the r 
dener as to what todotothe tree. ‘on- 
clusion was that the rootand trunk, with 
the limbs removed, were vital enough to 

ut forth and sustain a new top. ey 
 onbe done it, and the fruit to be exhibited 
will have grown upon that new to The

Cost ef Fencing Farm Lands. 

Frrm the London Times. i 

Prof. Scott,in his recent book on “Farm 
Fences,’’ estimates that for every acre of 
enclosed land in the United Kingdom 
there is over £linvestedin fences,and that 
the annual maintenance of these fences 
costs something like 3s. peracre. Taking 
these figures in the aggregate, as applied 
to the 45,000,000 acres enclosed land in the 
United Kingdom, he shows the total capital 
sunk in fences to be nearly £50,000,000, 
the annual maintenance and repair of these 
fences to cost at least £6,750,000. There is 
no denying, he thinks, that many existing 
fences might be dispensed with to the 
great advantage of agriculture, quite 
apart from the expense of maintaining 
them. He also points out that the ex- 
tended introduction of a cheap and dura- 
ble system of wire-fencing renders possi- 
ble still further economy in the matter of 
fenves, referring more especially to barb- 
wire fences, in which fewer anes of wire 
make an equally efficient fence, and that 
with only one-half to one-fourth the 
number of posts which it is considered 
necessary to use in plain wire fencingor 
in post and rail fences.

Liverpool’s receipts of wheat for past week 
were 381,000 bu, 218,000 bu arriving from 
America, but only 89,000 bu corn received. 
——Almost a deadlock is reported in 
the wheat mnarkets of Bombay | 
and Calcutta. —— Latest mail advices 
are that potatoes in England continue to dis- 
appoint growers. In Germany potatoes are 
tie subject of increasing complaints, espe- 
cially so in Posen and Prussia.—~An interest- 
ing report comes from Pulaski County, Ga., 
where one planter has already picked,ginned, 
packed and soid fifty-six bales of cotton, 
averaging 600 pounds so the bale.

In the back land, 
where there was almost a failure last year, all 
agree that the crop isa little better than last 
year, but is still very poor, while in the hili 
section the verdict is almost unani- 
mous that the crop is shorter 
than last year,. some say one-third. 
—New York to Small & Raisin: Liverpool 
cable on wheat, spot firm and futures 
neglected..——-The northwest country ele- 
vators are said to be nearly filled with wheat, 
and it is expected that the spring wheat crop 
will soon begin moving into primary markets. 
——Advices from Buenos Ayres state that in 
consequence of low quotations and dull re- 
ports from Europe prices have been 
reduced, but not low enough to lead to 
business.

COSTLY HUNTING. 


A $2,000 Fine Imposed for Shooting Deer in 
Close Time. 


By Telegraph to the Post- DIspatTcu. 

BaNGOR, Me., October 7.—The greatest ex- 
citement over the enforcement of the Maine 
game lawa, since the murder of the two game 
wardens aboutayear ago, was caused here 
yesterday by the arrest of three Boston sports- 
men and their guide, by two of the deer 
wardens in the employ oftheState. The close 
time on deer expired last Saturday, and six 
days before that time the three Bostonians 
came here and went to Burlington, alittle 


town twenty miles from Bangor. Their shoot- 
ing outfit was packed in trunks so as not to 
attract attention, and they proposed to go into 
the woods and have several days’ buntingin 
close time and bring the deerin open time, 
claiming they had shot them then. They are 
rich men and spared no expense. They hired 
Reuben Sibly,one of the best Maine guides, and 
when he declined going on account of the law 
they told him that the wardens were not the 
stuff to catch them. So the guide went and 
Shey also took a deerhound and a beagle 
valued at several hundred dollars. Commis- 
sioner Stillwell got wind ofthe affair and sent 
Charles Pond and Albert French after the 
sportsmen. They reached their camp and re- 
mained within sight of them three days before 
the close time expired. The wardens would 
foliow the sportsmen by day, dodging, 
Indian fashion, from tree to tree. For 
two nights they camped within a mile of the 
Bostonians. They suffered very much with 
the cold and their provisions ran short. The 
sportemen killed two deer while under the 
gurvelliance of the warden. Thesecond was 
brought to bay in a stream only a few feet 
away from where Pond was concealed. The 
warden was directly in range, and had just 
time to spring behind a fallen log when a vol- 
ley was fired atthedeer. Pond heard bullets 
whistie by his ears, and his hair stood on end 
as he thought of his narrow escape. 

Friday afternoon the wardens started out of 
the woods after the warrants. They traveled 
all night and reached Bucksport. at 
4 o'clock next morning. They got 
their warrants and started into the 
woods again and arrested the law-breakers on 
Tuesday at their camp. At first the Bostonians 
protested their innocence, but when told that 
they had been followed tor three days they 

avein. They were arraigned in court at 

ucksport yesterday and fined $800 for killing 
the two deer and the costs added, making the 
fine $2,000. They did not have that much 
money, and J. F. Moses, a prominent citizen 
of Bucksport, paidthe fine. The men refuse 
to give theirnames. They are said to be prom- 
inent business men of Boston an¢@ were well 
known by Mr. Moses.

A MUSKRAT’S WORK. 


The Disastrous Flood at Nashua, N. H.— 


The Mills Shut Down. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPaTcn. 

NASHUA, N. H., October7.—A muskrat dug 
aholethrough the bank of the canal of the 
Nashua Manufacturing Company, about a mile 
above the city, yesterday morning. The 
water began totrickle through. In a short 
time the small stream had swelled into ator- 
rent and a disastrous flood followed. Capt. 
Shaw, the agent, was in the mill when sud- 


denly the power went down, and, going out, 
he discovered the water rapidly lowering. 
Realizing that a burst must have occurred 
somewhere, he hurried out his team and drove 
along the right bank to about a mile above 
the mill opposite the lower pond. There he 
beheld ascene of destruction that has not been 
equaled in this city for over a quarterofa 
century. On the left bank was a break 100 
feet long, through which the water of the 
canal rusbed and foamed. The banks on 
either side, above and below the opening, 
were rapidly crumbling away under the force 
of the torrent, and it threatened the destruc- 
tion of the left bank. A man was dis- 
atched to the gate-house at Mine 

alls to shut down the gate through 
which the water comes to run the milis. 
The torrent swept away into the woods di- 
rectly in front, carrying trees and all the 
waste around tothe Nashua River behind. The 
yiver rose rapidly. The mills immediately 
shut down, and there is no telling when they 
willresume work, as the damage will take 
weeks torepair. The water is now rushing 
through the opening from the upper pond, 
and until that is emptied nothing can be done. 
The flood has thrown 3,000 employes out of 
work.

In the first 
round both men sparred cautiously for an 
opening. Monahan feinted once or twice and 
then landed on Young’seye. The latter sent 
a savage right-hander in, which Monahan 
stopped with his ribs, and, slipping, fell on 
his knees. He was upinan instant, and both 
clinched and time was called. 

Second round. First blood was allowed 
Young, who laid open the flesh over Mon- 
ahan’s left eye, with a swinging blow with his 
right. Young reopened thecut again in the 
fifth round. Monahan forced the fighting, 
however, and the men clinched three times. 
Just before time was called Young swung his 
left into Monahan’s mouth, splitting his upper 
lip clear to his nose. Monahan was game and 


secured a decided advantage inthe next four 
rounds, forcing Young to the ropes and land- 
ing heavily on his head and neck. 

In the eleventh round, after being ordered 
to break, Young struck at Monahan but fell 
short. The referee refused to allow the 
claim of foul. Monahan sent in two stinging 
blows on Young’s earinthe next round. In 
the next round a spectator offered $5 for the 
first square knock-down, but did not give the 
money up, though Young wentto his knee ou 
aslip. The Baltimore boy showed 

A BADLY BATTERED FACE 
as he came up in the fitteenth round and 
fought on the defensive. In the sixteenth 
round Young forced the fighting savagely, 
evidently in the hope of knocking his man out 
at once, but Monahan proved a stayer. 

Another claim of foul against Young was 
disallowed. The seventeenth round was 
tiercely contested by both. First one and 
then the other was forced to the ropes, while 
both got in heavy short-arm work on each 
~~ ribs. On the opening of the eight- 
eenth round the New York boy drove his man 
to the ropes, but Youngrallied and rushed at 
Monahan, strikingand kicking him. The lat- 
ter at once claimed a foul, and while discuss- 
ing the point with his referee, turned his back 
to Young, who stepped quickly up behind and 
dealt him a stinging blow on the cheek. The 
fight was then givento Monahanon the foul, 
while the crowd of 200 spectators cheered for 
the New Yorker and hissed the other. The 
stakes amounted to a little more than $200. 


Kilrain Spars in London, 


LONDON, October 7.—Jake Kilrain made his 
bow last evening for the first time before the 
English audience by boxing three rounds with 
Mitchell at St. James Hall. Two thousand and 
five hundred people were in the building. 


The sports were an olla podrida af all manly 
arts. Single stick and quarter staff bouts as in 
the merry days of Robin Hood, fencing and in 
fact every conceivable method of displaying 
manly strength, pluck and endurance were on 
the card. 

Lebhind the stage and closetothe files were 
seated the hereditary legislators of the realm, 
almost as large a gatheringin short as when 
the ancient class assemble and make for West- 
minster to throw outa Liberal Irish bill. In 
the front row of stalls were men grown gray in 
hard hitting and young chickens awaiting the 
appearance of theirfriends. The presence of 
many ladies made up the ensembie of atypi- 
cal sporting scene. 

Shortly before the bout of the evening Jem 
Smith’s genial countenance peeped in through 
one of the stage doors, and as he and Flem- 
ing, his backer, made their way to the gallery 
the whole audience rose and yave him a rous- 
ing cheer. The boy from 8t. Luke bowed with 
amiable condescension, and then awaited to 
see stripped for the first time his foeman from 
across the water. When Mitchell tripped out 
on the stage with a merry twinkle in his blue 
eyes, as though he were glad to get home, all 
eyes were turned on the tall, dark-looking 
man, who with a soft, almost feline 
tread for one 80 heavy followed him. 
For a moment the hall, which had been 
so noisy, was pervaded with a stillness which 
would have done honor to a Quaker meeting. 
The British public were engaged in sizing up 
the American pugilist. They evidently lked 
his quiet bearing, forthe next moment they 
guve a cheer so hearty and so hospitable that 
all the Americans in the audience felt proud of 
their Anglo-Saxonancestry. The most enthu- 
siastic of all, perhaps, was Jem Smith, who 
clapped until his face was as red as a lobster. 
Kilrain’s stvle of putting up his fists imme- 
diately caught the eye of the connoisseur. 
While the bouts with Mitchell were but the 
usual exhibition rounds they sufficed 
to show that Kilrain has aie remark- 
able reach, a terrible swiftness in striking and 
a quiet, business-like manner which inspires 
confidence. At the close of the exhibition I 
saw Smith and asked him how he liked his 
man. 

‘‘Bully,’’ was the reply. ‘‘We will ’ave a 
nice time down in Spaiu. I ’ope Mr. Kilrain 
knocks out one of my teeth in the first round. 
I never wake up to my work until 1 dropa 
grinder.’’ 

The first bona-fide betting then began. A 
month ago money could be laid on Kilrain 1 to 
10; last night, however, but 3 to 1 was given, 
and even that with no enthusiasm.
